Do the principals 
and teachers really not know until a day 
or so before school begins what books 
they will require during the following 
term, or is it that they just don’t bother 
to make out the list? Being up-to-date 
teachers, there is a tendency to demand 
the latest edition of each textbook. irres- 
pective of the fact that the new edition 
differs from the old only by the addition 
of a page or so. They must therefore 
usually be purchased new, not second- 
hand or handed down from child to child. 
Other teachers have even been known to 
change their minds once schoo] has 
started and after the books have been 
purchased, without regard for the extra

high-handedness of civil servants 
in their dealings with the public is a 
further matter in which an informed and 
united public opinion could force through 
improvements — and not only on the 
part of the civil servants themselves, who 
are often merely reacting to the uncivil 
manners of part of the public. The citizen 
who bangs the table or shouts in the 
corridor of the government office ‘or of 
Kupat Holim, for that matter), can ex- 
pect to be shouted st or to receive a rude 

reply in return. 

Israel's transport cocperatives, holding 
monopolies on urban and inter-urban 
routes with no public control through 
Knesset or local counciis, could also do 
with a sound ration of public opinion to 
make them realize the responsibilities of 
public utilities. Who can really blame the 
bus cooperatives and the other offenders 
against the public for not making impro- 
vements if,the demand for improvement 
does not exist, is unorganized or is not 
strong enough? 

The beginnings of a Consumers Union 
here in Israel may develop into an in- 
strument for arousing an organized 
public opinion to force cheap and shoddy 
goods out of the shops and to replace 
them with worth-while products, well. 
made and packaged, durable and worth 
the price demanded. 


HE lack of sane opinion in Israel, 

or its disappearance in recent years, 
is undoubtediy due to many factors. In 
part it stems from the mass immigration 
of hundreds of thousands of newcomers 
from areas where public opinion has 
never existed, or where complaint against 
government action, public services or 
poor products was treason and liable to 
be greeted by imprisonment or worse. In 
part it is undoubtedly due to the system 
of proportional representation where a 
vote is cast for an impersonal! party list, 
with the voter having no say in the com- 
position of the list of candidates. In 
countries where the voter has a repre- 
sentative to whom he can turn, for or 
with advice, there has grown up an eor- 
ganized body of public opinion which 
works wonders.
